picion, envy and malice on the part of one nation agaitiS! 
another, because there was no'veal'understanding bctweei 
(he peoples." 


He therefore proceeds lo argue for a closer association a IK 


.interchange' of ideas oh the part of the British and American 
people. . That is obviously a desirable thing, lo which all 
Americans nol obsessed wilh the old jingo prejudices against 
John Bull will lend their hearty approval. But it would be a 
narrow and unwise plan lo confine this policy lo Great Britain. 
There are other nations with ywliom it is more conceivable 
that wars should arise than wilh Great Britain. 
If mutual 


understanding is the besl"preven^ve of w;irs' 
I<L ^hooves us 


lo cullivalc such understanding wilh them, and lo foster it 
among all nation's. 


This very thing, will probably turn out lo be Ihe supreme 


. benefit'resulting from the League of Nations. 
It is self-evi- 


dent1 that the n.iere-drawing up of a conslilution and (he mere 
meeting and'speech-making and resolving and legislating of 
the representatives of the •member-nations are ndl going lo 
rertiddcl mankind. But alHhis functioning of Ihc League in- 
volves a large amount of systematic co-operation on the part 
of all the powers, and .full publicity for all their acts. 
When 


we have the nations working together for common purposes, 
along lines thai run through all departments of their national 
life, and when all of them arc told right just what Ihe others 
are doing and why. they-are1 cloing.it, there will certainly cptne 
a belter knowledge of each other. 


Aiid wilh that knowledge will surely come understanding
